NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 8th November, 1989 

G.S.R. 1002(E).—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (i) of Section 124 read 
with sub-section (i) of Section 132 of the Major 
Port Trusts Act 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central 
Government hereby approve with Modification the 
Bombay Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores and 
Allied Matters) Amendment Regulations, 1989, 
made by the Board of Trustees of Bombay Port in 
exercise of the powers conferred on them by Section 
123 of the said Act and published in the Maharashtra 
Government Gazette dated 6 July, 1989 and 13th 
July, 1989 as detailed in Schedule annexed to this 
Notification. 

SCHEDULE 

The following amendments which the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Bombay have made, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (f) 
to (o) of section 123 of the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (Act 38 of 1963), further to amend the 
Bombay Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores and 
Allied Matters) Amendment Regulations, 1988, are 
hereby published as required by sub-section (2) of 
section 124 of the said Act for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice 
is given that approval of the Central Government to 
the said amendment will be applied for on or after 
the expiry of a period of fourteen days from the 
date on which the said amendment is first published 
in the Gazette, namely,—- 

1. These regulations shall be called the Bom¬ 
bay Port Trust (Licensing of Stevedores 
and Allied Matters) Amendment Regula¬ 
tions, 1988. 

2. They shall come into force on the date on 
which the Central Government's approval 
thereto is published in the official gazette. 

3. A. In regulation 3, after the existing sub¬ 
regulation (v), the following sub-regula¬ 
tion (vi) shall be added : 

“(vi) ‘Stevedore’ means a person to whom a 
stevedoring licence has been given under 
regulation 4” and includes a person who 
is a stevedore by virtue of Regulation 
15. 

B. In regulation 4, the following shall be 
substituted for the existing sub-regula¬ 
tion (1) : 

“The Chairman may, on application, issue 
stevedoring licence for a period of two 
years or such shorter period as he 
may consider proper, to companies, 
firms or individuals to perform the 
work of landing and shipping of goods 
between vessels in the port and the 
wharves, piers, quays or docks be- 
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longing to or in the possession of the 
Board and any other work involved 
in stevedoring in the port.” 

C. In regulation 4, in sub-regulation (3) — 

(i) in clause (a), alter the words “shipping 
companicsjcharterers of ships”, the 
words, “owner of cargo” shall be 
inserted; 

(ii) the existing clauses (b) and (c) shall 
be re-numbeied as (d) and (e) and the 

following clauses (b) and (c> shall be 
inserted ' 

"(b) produces evidence that he has 
maintained,would maintain the input| 
output norms of handling different 
commodities as may lie laid down 
from time to time". 

“(c) The vessel owners, \es.el operators, 
steamers agents and impoitcrs and 
exporters would also be eligible for 
grant of a licence”. 

(in) re-numbered clause (d) may be re¬ 
worded as under : 

“(e) produces proof oL his Financial stabi¬ 
lity to meet the obligation to labour 
and staff employed on account of 
wages and compensation under the 
Workmen's Compensation Act, 1923, 
the Payment of Wages Act, 1936, the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, and|or 
any other law in force at that time”; 

(iv) in the re-numbered clause (c), for the 
words “in his employment such minimum 
staff”, tile words “in his employment 
such minimum qualified staff and have 
in his possession such minimum gear and 
equipment” shall be substituted; 

(v) after the re-numbered clause (e), the 
following clause (f) shall be inserted : 

“(t) produces a bank guarantee for Rupees 
one lakh so as to meet any contin¬ 
gency.” 

D. In regulation 5, 

(i) in the second line, for the word “Board”, 

the word “Chairman” shall be substituted; 

(ii) after condition 13, the following shall be 

added as condition 13(a) : 

“13(a) He shall provide the workers necessary 
protective safety “appliances appropriate 
for the type of cargo”. 

(iii) after condition 18. the following two con¬ 
ditions shall be added : 

“19. He shall undertake to pay the woikers 
engaged by him wages in accordance 
with the terms of wage settlement anived 
at between the appropriate nulhorily and 
the federations of port and dock workers 
from time to time. 


“20. He shall not assign, transfer or in any 
manner part with any interest or benefit 
in or under the. licence to any other 
person without the prior approval, in 
writing, of the Chairman, 

E. In regulation 6, 

(i) in sub-regulation (i) in Form W-- 

Application form for the grantjrencwal of 
stevedoring licence, 

(a) in item 4, after the words “with a 
steamship company”, the words “char¬ 
terer of ships|owner of cargo” shall 
be inserted; 

(b) in item 8, the words in bracket “(not 
applicable in the case of renewal of 
licence)” shall be deleted. 

(ii) For the existing sub-regulation (ii), the 
following shall be substituted : 

“The applicant shall pay a licence ice of 
Rs. 4,500, or such fee as may be decided 
by the Chairman from time to time be¬ 
fore the licence is issued or renewed. 
Every licensed stevedors *■ hall deposit a 
sum of Rs. 5,000 as earnest money for 
the proper performance of the work 
permitted under the licence. The earnest 
money shall not carry any interest and 
will be refunded when the licence ceases 
to operate after adjusting claims, if any, 
to the Board." 

(iii) The existing sub-regulation (iii) shall be 
re-numbered as sub-regulation (iv) and the 
following shall be added as sub-regulation 

(iii): 

“(iii) Every licence granted or renewed under 
these regulations shall b 0 in Form ‘IV.” 

(iv) Hie re-numbered sub-regulation (iv) shall 
be re-worded as under : 

“(iv) Applications for renewal of the licence 
shall be made at least three months be¬ 
fore the expiry of the licence. If an 
application for the renewal is not receiv¬ 
ed within the stipulated period, the 
application may be accepted on payment 
of a late fee of Rs. 50 for each day of 
delay, or such fee as may be prescribed 
by the Chairman from time to time, 
provided the application for renewal, to¬ 
gether with such late fee is received by 
the Docks Manager before the actual 
date of expiry of the licence". 

(v) After the re-numbered sub-regulation (iv) 
the following sub-regulation (v) shall be 
added : 

“(v) Tn the event of loss or defacing of the 
original licence, th e stevedore may apply 
to the Docks Manager for a duplicate 
licence on payment of Rs. 100”. 
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F. The existing regulations 10, 11 and 12 shall 
be re-numbered as regulations 11, 12 and 13 and 
the following regulation 10 shall be added ■ 

“10. The Chairman shall report any violation 
of the terms and conditions of the stevedor¬ 
ing licence by the stevedore to the Gov¬ 
ernment and may, pending enquiry, sus¬ 
pend for a period not exceeding three 
months, licence issued to the stevdore if 
he finds it expedient and necessary to do 
so in the interest of the port". 

G. The following regulation shall be substituted 
for the rc-numbered regulation 11, except the pro¬ 
viso clause to the regulation : 

“11. The Chairman may at any time suspend 
for such periods as he may deem fit or 
cancel the licence issued to a stevedore 
for vialation of any of the terms of licence 
or for any of the reasons listed below : 

(i) violation of safety precautions', 

(ii) low productivity; 

(iii) lack of supervision over the stevedoring 
work; 

(iv) improper and unsafe handling of 
packages; 

(v) mis-representation or mis-statement of 
facts; 

(vi) stevedore being adjudged insolvent or 
going in liquidation causing obstruction 
to any work in the port; 

(vii) sub-letting to any other individual or 
party; 

fviii) making payment of illegal gratification 
by whatever name called or in form of 
illegal inducement to the workers; and 


fix) misconduct which in the opinion of the 
Chairman warrants such cancellation or 
suspension.” 

H. After the re-numbered regulation 13, the 
following regulations 14 and 15 will be added : 

”14. Appeal 

(1) Any person aggrieved by any order under 
these regulations may prefer an appeal, in 
writing, to the Central Government within 
thirty days of the communication of the 
order appealed against. 

(2) The Central Government shall pass such 
order on the appeal as it deems fit after 
giving an opportunity of being heard to 
the appellant. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
regulation (1), an appeal may be admitted 
after the period of thirty days if the appel¬ 
lant satisfies the Central Government that 
he had sufficient cause for not making 
an application within such period”. 

"15. Notwithstanding anything contained in 
these Regulations, stevedoring licence 
which may be in force on the date of 
issue of these Amendment Regulations 
shall he deemed to have been issued 
under these Regulations and shall conti¬ 
nue to be valid till the expiry of the 
period of such licences”.
